BURNING DIAMONDS. 

In the year 1694 it was disoovered, by 
actual experiment, that a diamond would 
burn, Cosmo IIL, had one fixed in the 
focus of a burning glass, and after -some 
exposure to the rays of the sun it cracked, 
corruscated and finally disappeared like a 
ghost, leaving no trace behind. Experi- 
ments-of-this kind were-costly. It-wasouly 
a sovereign prince who could afford to see 
his jewels vanisti like the gifts of-a fairy 
godmother, Another - potentate, Emperor 
Francis L, tried a number of valuable 


diamonds in the heat of a smelting furnace,
